TO CHARACTER TRATS 


Men With 


Savant Finds 
Every Driving Qualifica- 
tions Have Smash-Ups. 


ANN ARBOR, Mich., Sept. 5.—(*) 
A new possibility for reducing the 
great American annual acciuent toll 
through discovery that hidden traits 
of character cause accidents was re- 
ported to the American Psychological 
Association today. 

This “accident character” has ap- 
parently nothing to d- with the co- 
ordination, physica] qualities and at- 
tention whose lack is often the cause 
of smash-ups. 

It was found in a study of the ac- 
@idents of street car motormen re- 
ported by Glen U. Cleeton, of the 
Carnegie Institute of ‘Technology, 
Pittsburgh. As an example, Dr, Clee- 
ton cited a motorman with a high 
accident record, yet physical and men- 
tal tests which put him in the class 
of men who usually have no accidents. 

Some fares were found apparently 
missing from his chr, He denied tak- 
ing them. Then he was accused of 
giving a dollar as balm to a passen- 
ger who had injured his hand in the 
ear door. 

He admitted this, said he took the 
dollar from the fares, that it wasnt 
stealing, that it probably saved the 
company ..oney and trouble. This in- 
cident, Dr. Cleeton said, probably 
pointed to something in this man's 
emotional side which was responsible 
for his accidents. 

There were other cases, he added, 

pointing strongly to some emotional 
complex not yet fully recognized an 
not analyzed, as the cause of acci- 
dents, 
- “There is a field here,” said Dr. 
Cleeton, “for clinical study in street 
ear accidents and probably in other 
types of traffic accidents,” 

A new type of accident testing and 
training machine backed up the evi- 
dence for an emotional accident fac- 
tor, he said. This apparatus reduced 
the accidents of new motormen 
about half, because it helped in their 
training and in weeding out those 
With handicaps.

M’ARTHUR HONORED 
FOR ARMY SERVICE 


Chief of Staff Given Distin- 
guished Service Medal 


By Sec. Dern. 
WASHINGTON, Sept. 5—(P)— 


General Douglas MacArthur was hon- 
' ored today for his outstanding five 
years’ service as army chief of staff 
Secretary Dern pinned on him the Dis- 
tinguished Service Medal. 

MacArthur is to be relieved from 
duty as chief of staff soon. Although 
he has declined comment «it is report- 


ment as military advisor to the new 
president of the Philippines when that 
covernment is established. 

The citation which Dern read at the 
ceremony pointed out that MacArthur 
“devised and developed the four-army 
organization of our land forces: he 
conceived and established the general 
headquarters air force, thus immeas- 
urably increasing the effectiveness of 


prehensive program of modernization 
in the army’s tactics, equipment, train- | 
ing and organization.” 

Since MacArthur has already been |

This total compared with $2,686,214 
jin June this year and $1,404,705 in 
July, 1934. 

Commerce Department experts had 
no explanation for the increased cot- 
ton purchases. They said they could 
not say whether improving trade re- 
lations with Russia, previous to the 
administration's recent note, were re- 
sponsible,

Treated as a Member of the Family

There is one fundamental question that America hasn’t 
yet. To whom does this country belong? 

In theory and common justice it belongs to the descendants of the 
first settlers and to those who were by law permitted to enter later, 

But in practice it belongs to anybody who can sneak in. The mosé 
vicious criminal from Europe has all the rights enjoyed by native citi- 
zens so long as he avoids contact with the police. He can use an as- 
sumed name and a fictitious address and register at any notel or move 
into any community and nobody will molest or question him. Isn’t that 
true in your town? 

As a result of this careless hospitality, there are now in America 
many thousands of aliens who entered the country illegally or, having 
lawfully made entry, would now be deported if the laws were enforced. 

Why is nothing done about it? 

Primarily, of course, because of our typically stupid carelessness. 
But also because most of the unwelcome aliens remain near the coast. 

The majority of our naturalized aliens live in coastal regions, and 
they are pretty clannish. If a member of their race is deported, they 
may feel offended. And public officials who depend on voters for their 
| jobs are careful not to offend a clannish group. 
| Officials from the hinterland are indifferent because they and their 
| people think inland regions are not affected by alien chiselers near the 
| coast. It is a foolish mistake. 

If there is a spare job in New York that no local citizen can fill, 
| that means a job for some boy from Kansas or lowa, doesn’t it? And 
if a job anywhere is held by an alien who has no right here, that means 
one less job for native citizens, doesn’t it? 

These thousands of aliens who are here in violation of law are some- 
how managing to live. That means they are supporting themselves by 
crime, or holding jobs that belong to Americans, or living on relief at 
the expense of American taxpayers. 

In any case, and no matter where you live, they are living at your 
expense.

RESCUED FROM LINER DIXIE 
MIAMI, Fla., Sept. 


the 231 passengers and most of the 
erew of the grounded and shattered 
Morgan Liner Dixie were  bronght 
safely ashore tonight after three bar- 
rowing days in hurricane lashed wa- 
ters off the Florida keys. 


Aboard the Dixie, hurled onto 
French reef Monday night by a howl- 
ing tropical storm, there remained 
only Captain FE. W. Sundstrom and 
a akeleton crew. ‘T'wo coast guard 
eutters stood by the disabled vessel as 
a precautionary measure. 

The rescue work, interrupted Wed- 


nesday night by heavy seas after 164) 


passengers and crew were removed, 


was concluded swiftly today with the! 


transfer of the remaining 121 pas- 
sengers and some of the crew to as- 
sisting vessels, 

Captain Paces Deck. 

Captain Sundstrom, haggard from 
long duty on the bridge and suffer- 
ing from injuries to his back and 
legs, still paced the hurricane deck 
of the once-proud 8,100-ton coaetal 
liner. 

In the afternoon he received aboard 
A. §$. Hebble, superintending engi- 


neer of the owners, and began a sur | 


vey of the wrecked, water-soaked in- 
terior of the vessel and its smashed 


keel plates in an effort to judge the. 


amount of damage. 

A figure of $500,000 was set by 
disinterested maritime authorities as 
the amount of damage euffered by 
the Dixie. 

The captain, interviewed by a rep- 
resentative of the Miami Daily News 
and the Associated Press aboard the 
Dixie, gave the first inkling of the 
conditions which caused his command 
fo shatter itself on French reef in 
the midst of the hurricane’ which 
struck the Florida key. 

He said he was unable to see be- 
eanuse of terrific rains and was blown 
out of his position to a degree that 
he helieved himself on Carysfort reef 
when he sent ont his SOS at 8:16 
p. m.—a call for help which wae un- 
heard hecause his radio antenna was 
carried away. 

“IT had not seen a light since we 
picked up and passed Sombrero light- 
house,” he said in his first publie ac- 
eount of the wreck. 

Waves Break Over Bridge. 

“The waves were breaking over the 
bridge, which is 56 feet above the 
waterline. At times I could not see 
a foot ahead. I have been in hurri- 
canes hefore, in 1915, 1919, 1926 and 
1932, but never in one as bad as 
this.” - 

The succor of the broken liner and 
its 251 passengers and 122 crew adds 
a bright page to history of the Amer- 
ican merchaut marine and the men 
of the merchant fleet. 

At least 15 including the 
always-present coast guard, aided in 
the danger-fraught rescue work amid 
the treacherous coral shoals off the 
southern tip of Florida. 

Not a life was lost as life boat 
crews carried their human freight to

“If we could only have felt as calm 
as the Dixie crew acted, everything 
would have been fine,” said Mrs. J. G, 
Fisher, of New Orleans. 

Officials of the Morgan line char- 
fered a special train to carry all the 
passengers to New York and their 
homes, 

Tomorrow, a board of steamship in- 
spectorsa is to go aboard the Dixie for 
an investigation of its grounding. At 
that time (Captain Sundstrom is ex- 
pected to make his official report. 

The last of the rescue fleet steamed 
away from the Dixie late today. The 
Dixie s master dismissed the coast 
guard cutters Saukee and Pandora, 
but the divisional commander at Jack- 
sonville ordered the cutters back to 
the acene after they discharged the 
last of the rescued and their prsonal 
baggage at Miami in the afternoon. 

The last group of passengers was 
landed at Miami by the coast guard 
cirtters Saukee, Pandora and Carra- 
bassett and the Morgan liner El Occi- 
dente. It was the second trip to the 
wrecked Dixie for them, as they had 
assisted last night in bringing off the 
first group of rescued. 

Raggage Saved.

DEAD MEN CLING 
TO MANGROVE TREES 
By JAMES F, LAUGHEAD, 
Rditor’'s Note: The following story of 

the hurricane in the Florida keys was 
dictated today by James F. Laughead, 
Associated Press staff photographer, who 
spent .three sleepless days and nights 
in the lower keys, the last night 
aboard a grounded boat on which he 
was attempting to return to his home 
base at Miami. 


MIAMI, Fla., Sept. 5.—(?)—Dead 
men, their hands still clinging to what 
remaining foliage there was, still hung 
grotesquely to trees in the Florida 
keys today, 

Veterans who survived told me there 
were at least 75 dead still lying in the 
mangroves, the bodies in such condi- 
tion by now it is almost impossible 
to remove them. They were discussing 
whether they would burn them or put 
them in one large ditch and bury 
them. 

Conditions are still fearful with 
bodies lying all about and injured too 
sunned to have full possession of their 
sense. I eould see bodies floating 
about the debris. No one seemed able 
to do anything about it. The re- 
maining veterans were considering 
dynamiting the waters in the vicinity 
in an effort to bring possible other 
bodies to the surface. 

The keys are under martial law 
in charge of 18 national guardsmen 
from Key West. They took my cam- 
era away this morning and ordered 
me to leave.
